Th« ratalt waa 
aoeoBpltoli*! by » caUut MMult on 
the prlacipal Moro fort and Ita cap- 
ture after a number of the leading 
Moroa bad been killed. Tbe cable- 
sram wm aa Mlowi: 

"Blshty-four aurvlTori at Bayaa 
anrrentfered uncoodiUonalljr. Sultan 
Bayan. Raja Muda Bayan, Sultan Pan- 
dapatan and all leading dattoa are 
dead and many of their followers. As- 
sault on tbe principal fort, wbicb sur- 
rendered, one of the most gallant per- 
formanceB of American aims. Colonel 
Frank D. Baldwin and bis regiment 
deserve all praise for hand-to-hand 
atruggle In Io«r lines of dltcbes under 
walla of Yort These trenches are 
lined with Moro (load fi(.m rifle Are 
Have never keen or iifcaid of any per- 
fonaance •zcelllBK this gallaatrjr and 
grit. . ' 

"it is my painful duty to report ttaat 
th*; ovf ithrow of th«' Moro power was 
Lot ai.<iiniiili^i)f-u without severe loss. 
One ofTicer and b«^ven enllated men 
were killed; four officers and 37 en- 
Uated men were wounded. Will tele- 
graiA tbe list later. 

"After the 84 survivors marohed 
out as prisoners, and wat uuderyloud 
tbey were all, eight others who had 
coaeealed themaelTes in rVbMri^ in- 
side the fort made a break tar liberty, 
but none succeeded. Some ICero 
wounded tried to stab Boldiers trj'inr 
to help them. It is Impomtble to state 
tbe Buisber of Moros killed, many 
lyiag in tall crass. Tbe surrender 
■avee us from siege and starrlac out. 
Ittpeeslble to have carried workk 
without scaliac ladders, which were 
ready. Intend to retain prisoners un- 
til two or tbree small adjacent forts 
are eeenpled, then wHh your consent 
to retain aa hostages eight or 10 of 
the principals and rslsaee tbe others. 

"The force in llae of advance con- 
aiated of four mountala guns, 470 
rifles. Tkis Is Collir atdBcteat Oould 
not have uFod more men advantage- 
ously. Had we sent strong column it 
would only have bwelled tht> casualty 
Hat One neighboring datto has al- 
ready presented himself as friend, and 
I expeet a griDPral roniing in shortly 
when the weflght of tbe blow Is known. 
Tbe dead were seat to Malabang for 
burial. la Ugbt of present knowledge, 
eevM have besieged the principal 
forte and in time forced surrender, 
but that would probably have resulted 
in a Boriie for freedom and cscapt' for 
■sany. By attacking them, tbey have 
been cinnpletely crushed — the only 
kind of lesson these wild Moros seem 
to be able to profit by. Shall invite 
Sultan Tarlac to pay me a friendly 
Tlelt, if he does not do so of his own 
Initiative. Has fort further east. In 
plain sight, and of same strength as 
was Bayan. The result to follow this 
action Ifl very important, namely: it 
secures respect for United States au' 
«h«rfty In the center of Moro my< 
•ffry." 

Regret Resort to Force. 
WnsMngtott, May 6.— The dispatch 
from General Chaffee giving the result 
of Oeneral Davis' campaign in MIn 
danao was a source of great satlsfac 
tlon to the war ofOcials, although they 
regretted etceedingly that it became 
necessary to Ught in order to compel 
submission to the American demands 
for the surrender of those guilty of 
the murder of American soldiers. Sec- 
retary Root declined to say whether 
any additional Inatructione bad been 
given to General Chaffee for bis guid 
ance. It Is probable that General Chaf- 
fee'f future action Will be left largely 
to hla own discretion. The president 
has great reapoot tor General Chaf- 
fee's tact 

Investigating Spotted Fever. 

Helena, Mon., May 5. — Dr. A. F. 
Longeway, secretary of tbe state 
board of health, and a party of scien 
Usta left here for the Bitter Root vai 
ley to Inaulre Into the mysterious 
malady known aa spotted fever, which 
Is causing a panic among the Inhabit 
ants of that region. Every case of 
the disease has been fatal, and up to 
the present time It has baaed the 
skill of physicians who have sought 
to Investigate it. Several eminent 
New York scientists have been Invited 
to participate in tbe investigation now 
eommeneed 'by the itate.

Aeot'ier t'onirreRkiuMii Passes Away. 

Washleglon. .^Uy 5.— Congressman 
J. Otcy of the Sixth Virginia district 
died In Lcachburg, his home, Sunday 
afternoon. Word to luis ellect was 
received at ihe sei-geaui at-arms' office 
of the hous\i of representatives. Mr. 
Otey had been named aa a membe<- 
of the committee to accompany the 
remains of the late Congressman 
Cummlngs to New York, but he acti- 
fied the speaker that he was too ill 
te attend. Mr. Otey was a Demac-at 
Mr. OMy was well known in the 
south as a business man before he 
came to congresn. He was Interested 
in railroads, banking and Insurance. 
He had been active in the politics of 
his state since 1169, but never held 
office unrMl 1194, w^ben he was elected 
to the house of representatives, since 
wbleh time he has been a member of 
that body. He was born in ii< u 
burg In 1840, and was graduated from 
the Virginia military insUtute. While 
a cadet he participated in the defense 
of Virginia In the John Brown ra'4. 
After graduating he Ue<ame a ci\i'. 
engineer. In ISftl he Joined the Con- 
federate army, and participated in tbe 
western campaign, culminating at 
Donelson and Sbiloh. 



Cumminge Funeral Services. 

Washington, May 5.— In pursuance 
of the resolution adopted by tli*^ 
tiOUfe. public m'^iiniiial servicts v.«'.<^ 
neld over the remains of the late lUp- 
resentattve Aafos J. Cummlngs of 
New York in the hall of the repre- 
sentatives Sunday afternc «n. The ex- 
ercises were very impressive. Almost 
the entire membership of the bouKe 
and senat* was present, and tbe gal- 
leries were entirely inadequate to 
hold the thousands who went to the 
Capitol Becking adni'.sKion. DeU pa- 
tionK from the department of Nt w 
York Grand Army, ^^■pogr^phical 
Union No. 6. the New York Pilots' 
association and various letter-carriers 
eifsociatlonu were in attendam-e. The 
floral tributes were numerous au(| of 
the most exquisite character. Upon 
the casket rested large wreaths ot 
white carnations and purple orchids. 
The services were simple and solemn, 
consisting of addresses and appropri- 
ate musical selections. 

Fired by Lightning. 
St. Louis, -May 5. — A terrifli fctorm 
of wind and rain prevailed in thin ciiy 
and Ticinlty, causing considerable 
minor damage. Lightning resulted in 
Beveral fires, one of w)i!rh de.stroye.1 
tbe machine shop and a section of the 
foundry of WilMam and Phillip Ma- 
dart's patent pulley plant in Soutu 
St Louis. The loss is estimated ct 
1300,000. In all parts of the city trees 
fences, sl^ns. awnings, etc.. wee 
Ijluwn down and other damage done 
by the wind, which came In terrific 
gusts. The wind at one time reached 
a velocity of 6S miles an hour, and 
for the five succeeding minutes blew 
at the rate of r>2 miles an h«ttr, attet 

which it moderated. 

Stood Off the Mob. 
Washington, May 5. — Klrst Assl.st 
ant Postmaster General Wynne re- 
ceived the first word that has come 
direct to this country from any of the 
officers of the United States steam- 
ship Chicago, arrested in Venice. It 
was from his son Frank, who is cay- 
tain of the marinas on the .Chicago, 
and was In response to cablegrams 
sent when the first news of the affajr 
reached this country, and evidently 
was dispaU:hed at tbe first opportu 
nity. Tbe cablegram stated that the 
sender had defended a brother officer 
from nn attack by a mob, and that 
there was no occasion tor worry. 

Mishap to Alan-a-Dale. 
Louisville, May 6. — It is said that 
Alan-a-Dale, who won the Kentucky 
derby Saturday, may never race 
again. Whether or not the colt Is per- 
manently broken down has not been 
definitely determined. The exact sent 
of his lameness has not been located, 
but the animal Is in considerable pain.

Dale, saya the horse will not start 
again at tbe Louisville meeting. After 
the derby Saturday It was found thai 
a tendon in his foreleg had given way 
from his trying to save his left knee, 
which has given hte trouble for some 
time.

Philadelphia, May B.—Seaator Man- 
na, in an interview here, character* 
ized tbe s>ituatiun in tbe anthracite 
coal region as eitremt iy deilc ate. and 
(or that reason said It would be un- 
wise for him to express an opinion 
as to the probable result of the meet- 
ing of tbe executive committee of the 
Luifed Mine Workert for the three 
anthracite districts called for next 
Wednesday at flcraaton. Fa., by Na- 
tional President John Mitchell. Sena- 
tor Hanna said he was offlclally noti- 
fied by Ralph M. Easley, secretary- of 
the National Civic Federation, of the 
statement issued by President Mitch- 
eU in New York. He Immediately 
wired Mr. Easley, instructing him to 
refrain from calling another meetiLg 
of the conciliation committee, as that 
procedure would be useless in view of 
tbe latest developments. 

Senator Hanna said he had been 
awaiting a report fum the .'-•UKom 
mittee of the com. iliatiou committee, 
but that Mr. Mitchell's statement had 
anticipated it. The work of the con- 
ciliation committee was ended, said 
the senator, wher. !t brought together 
the operators aiiC the repretientatlvey 
of the miners' ..Tiii>n and he added 
that nothing more could be done un- 
less there were some new develop- 
ments. 

"1 want to fn. ( r.a*- le the fact.'" con- 
tin\ied Senator l{a:.na, "that the con- 
ferences between the operators and 
miners were satisfactory. Three con- 
ferences v.ert fjeld and the proceed- 
ings were -ond,;' ted 1l the best spirit 
1 think the opeihiurH formed a favor- 
able Impression of Mr. Mitchell and 
gave him credit for honesty and sin- 
cerity in bis efforts to cbaage the 
conditions of the miners. On tha other 
hand, .Mr. Mitchell appret iated tbe 
consideration shown him and the in- 
terests he represents. Unless a bitter 
and protracted strike should occur, I 
believe much goodwill come out of tbe 
('(inference. 1 am of the opinion that 
they will l»ad to better conditions be- 
tween capital and labor. 

"The peculiar situation of the an- 
thracite mining industry." continued 
the senator, 'makes the jiiopobition 
most difllcult. The combination of the 
railroad and mining interests briugn 
forward the question of tonnage, and 
this, with threatened competition 
from the enormous produetjon <(f bi- 
tuminouH eoal. constitute matters 
which must be conHidered. Tliis if 
the foundation of the operators' argu- 
ment It is not a mere selfish interest 
that impels them to the stand they 
have taken, but the proposition is difli- 
cult to explain to the rank and file of 
tbe workers in and about the mines. 
It Is my hope Chat when they are edu- 
cated to understand these 0(»d4tlons 
they may be considerate and not gov- 
erned by prejndlee In totore actions." 

Strike Anticipated. 
Hiazleton, Pa., May 5. — The impres- 
sion prevails among the miners of 
the Haaleton district that there will 
be a general strike as a result of the 
failure of the operators and tbe rep- 
sentatives of the United Mine Work- 
ers to come to au agreement. If the 
district executive boards decide on 
Wednesday at Bcranton to order a 
suspension of wyrk, the members of 
the union hereabouts w411. It is be- 
lieved, obfly the order to a man. It is 
conservatively estimated that three- 
fourths of the employes in nnd about 
the mines In this region are organ- 
ised, and If a strike Is declared oper- 
ations will be brought to * Standstill 
at every colliery. 

Ready to Qo Out. 

Shamokin, Pa.. May 5. — Ixjcal mem- 
bers of the special miners' committee 
have returned fK>m New York. They 
were discoaragsd over the refusal ot 
the opsirators to grant an eight-hour 
workday, the weighing of coal at the 
mines and an Increase of wages. No- 
tice has been sent to members of this 
(the Ninth) district executive board 
to go to Bcranton to decide whether 
to call a strike or order a general 
convention of miners to resolve bow 
to treat with the situation. The boai'd 
from this district will go to Bcranton 
Tuesday. In case of a tie-up 6S,M0 
men and boys will be rendered idle In 
the Ninth district 

Hiw tork. May B.— Reports from 
Bills Islaad show that 13,000 Immi- 
grants have arrived In this city from 
Europe within 48 hours. This breaks 
all prerious two-day records in the 
history of th< ImsBlgratlon bureaa. 



POTTER PALMEK. 

Famous Chteago Mllllonairr Ik Dead. 
Sketok of His Life. 
Chieago, May B.— Potter Palmer, Car 
L^arly half a century one of Chicago's 
uiost prominent business men, died 
Buaday evening at his resldenoe oa 
Lake ijhor* drive. The *ihH cause 
of Mr. Palmer's death has not yet 
been determined. He had been suffer- 
ing for several weeks from a nervaus 
disorder, but as he was able to be 
about the house his condition war not 
(bought to be serious. When be re 
tired Saturday night he wait feeMng 
if anything, better than tor several 
days. Dnrtag tbe night however, he 
f-eemrd to lose all his energy and in 
the morning was unable to l«avc bis 
room. Ha gradually grew weaker 
during the day and at 5:40 o'clock 
Sanday avenlng he suffered a sadden 
collapse, from which be expired. 

Potter Palmer was born In 1820 In 
Potter's Hollow. Albany ecwntv. New 
York. He received a common sohool 
education, and at the age of 18 en 
gaged aa clerk In a store at Durham, 
N. Y. He removed to Chicago, where 
be e»tabllehed a dry go^ds fi;m. TTiis 
firm afterward became Pield, Palmer 
ft Letter. After disposing of bis dry 
goods interests, Mr. Palmer Inveited 
largely la Chicago real estate. When 
the Are came In 1871 h ^ v ned 82 
structures on State street, tvery one 
of whleh was destroyed. His faltl. In 
Chicago was unshaken, and he bor- 
rowed enough money to enable him to 
reeonstruft tho l)uildlngs that had 
been destroyed. His real estate hid- 
ings continued to increase in vulue 
until today his fortune is estlmatea 
at |26,OO6,C0f. 

Another Water Cure Witness. 
Washington, May 5.— L. B. Hallock 
of Boston, formerly a sergesnt and 
then a private in Co. 1. Twent.v sixth 
volunteer Infantry, testified before the 
senate committee on the Fbllipp'inee 
concerning the practice of the water 
cure in the Philippines srchipelago 
Mr. Hallock told of the infliction of 
the water cure upon a dozen natives 
at the town of Leon, province cf F& 
nay. He said they were captured and 
tortured in order to secure inform a 
tion of the murder of Private G'Hearne 
of Compaxy 1. who bad bean not only 
killed, but roastfd and otherwise tor- 
tured before death ensued. Captain 
Glenn, in charge of a scouting party, 
had flret secured a confession of par- 
tic ipation in this crime by one nstive 
who had Implicated 12 others These 
were, the witness said, taken to Leon 
where his company under command 
of Captain Oregg waa stationed ana 
there on the Slat and again on the 
28rd of August, 1900, the «nrt wns ad- 
ministered. 

Awful Slaughter of Chinese. 

Victoria. B. C May 5.— New.^ ub.-- 
been brought by tbe steamer Olympia 
from the Orient of farther successes 
by the Kwang-SI rebels, whose grow- 
ing armies were besieging Nanking 
on the Webt river at last reports. Fm 
gltives who were flying to Canton 
from tbe scenes of bloodshed and pil- 
lage. The slaughter In Chlag Bang 
Fui. when that city fell, wa* nwfnL 
Moie than 1.000 persons were killed 
and their bodies left lying unt>uried in 
the streets, while the rebels burne<i 
and looted the stores and houses. Ter- 
rible slaughter is also reported from 
other captured towns. Several thou- 
sand of the Imperial army are said to 
have deserted.

Paris Mav ' In spite of threst- 
( ninK \ve;.th« r \::>v Augu»to Severo, 
tbe Brazilian ae.-(>naut. made a suc- 
cessful first trial with his airship at 
Vauglrard Aerostatic ^ark. Senor 
Bevero's airship Is called La Paix. The 
balloon, ht d by a rope, ascended 40 
meteis. Ti -' motors were then start- 
ed. Tbe balloon obeyed the impulse 
of Its propellers, steering easily and 
maintaining, perfect equilibrium. After 
maneuvering for a short time Senor 
Severo saftiv leiinnid the airship to 
its shed. La Paix is not unliKe San- 
tos-Dumont's airships in appearance, 
but it differs from them In many de- 
tails. Tbe gas capacity of La Palx 
is nearl) four times greater than that 
of Dumont'fi airships. It has three 
main propellers and two smaller ones 
used for steering snd in ascending 
and descending. The two petroleum 
motors of La Paix are of 24 and 16- 
horsepower respei'tlvely.

"A HIDIOUS TRUST." 

Some Uepublican papers were disposed 
at first to make light of the talk against 
the meat trust, but they have suddenly 
realised, it seems, that it's a dangerous 
move on their part, and some of them 
are now denoonoing the combine in un- 
measured terms. Here's the New York 
Tribune, the biKgest and bitterest of them 
all, scoring the trust in this fashion : 

As for the prices of meats, there is 
probably no room for doubt that they 
are being artificially forced op by mo- 
nopolists ia order to A>ake increased pro- 
fits ont of the necesaitiaa of the people. 
This is a grave indictment. There could 
scarcely be a more serious one. Granted 
that natural conditions have made the 
prodoction of beef more costly, it is im- 
poasible to discover that they liave done 
so to anytbiuK like the degree indicated 
by the rise in market prices. If the beef 
trust has been moved to raise prices he- 
cause of st'arcity of food or any such 
thing, its rule ai'i eare to be to raise the 
price two cents fur every one cent of 
actual increase of coat. The belief is now 
pretty generally entertaineti that the 
"trnst" is artitioially and arbitrarily put- 
tinK up prices, and is doinit eo with the 
ititentiim of keeping them up. It will 
put them t\p to an almnat prohibitive uf^- 
ure, and then gradually reduce them, 
leaving them at a tiirure considerably 
higher than they were beforethe rise be- 
gan. Thus it will appear to have re- 
duced prices When it was able to do ho, 
and will hope thus to allay popular 
clamor, while at the same time f fi'ecting 
for itaalf a large net gain.
